Such t situatior 
exists here #iere the Hospital is composed of four unite of varying decrees 
of independanca of one another. A flexible plen is foUomed mhwveln the ad- 
ministrative functions of each unit are under the supervision of the Senior 
'’edlcel Cffioer attached to tha Unit end aaeh unit is subordinate to the 
Central Cosnand. 


NARRATIYB AOOODNT 

Tit exclusive Lake Noroonian Club mas acquired by the L'. J. "avy for us 
us a f'eval Hospital on deeember 9th 1941, tmo days after the entry of the 
I'nited States into Norld Har II. Tha buildings are patterned after the 
California Spanish styla and are located on e 684 acre tract of lid ' 

’'I ruins a fifty aora artificial fraah mater lake and which has been ex- 
tensii'ely landscaped to anhanoe tha natural baautiws of the region. The site 
is loceted approsdmately fifty lailas sret of Los Angeles, four riles north of 
Corona, and lies within a 23 mile radius of Pomona, Santa Ana, Ontario and 
lliversids. 

An extensive building and aiq^ansion program was promptly begun to enl .rge 
the patient capacity of tha nmmly acquired property and to convert existing 
faoilitiee into operating rooms, laboratories, mess halls, and other nccessi’-y 
adjuncts of a ilaval Hospital* 
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■n-.e expansicn alons 'uxit lines In which Individual units "ith ini»fr ,i. 
facilities v*e”e organised with separate messing facilities, raintinano>j >t'. 

■;;ach unit was planned for a particular type of patient, hence each wis in • 

a sen-rate hospital, but the whole reaained under one central airinl'tra' i ve 
cc^-sand. 

The first patients were adodtted In February 19U2 and by Autuirn th • n-;- i -rt 
c^sus had reached six huodred. These early patiants wore received as transfers 
fros other Naval Hospitals. In January 19A3 a draft of 225 ?Jieus’.atic Fsv-.r 
patients was received and thenoaforth the hospital became a Hheur^tic Fev t 
center. Inccaing patients arrlvs at ths hospital by rail, plane and a oul-uice 
since the availability of thesa forsu of transportation Is Ideal in the area, 
t^ecauae of numerous nsarby airfields, tranceontinental rail lines and ex-f-lient 
highways. 

During the first year of operation the staff averaged JO officers, 35 
nurses and 17(1 Hospital Corpasiao. A total of 118b patients ware treated during 
the year. In Its second year staff paraonnsl Increaaad to b? officers, 89 
nurses, and i.39 enlisted man with a total of 5162 patients. The 1944 rverages 
were 100 officers, 184 nurses, and 1200 enllstad withll425 patients. The fir^t 
!KT£S to report for duty were 5 enlisted womeh who arrived on February 28th, 

1943 ai^d the first WATS officer reported on August 2?th, 1943* 

T' e professional staff has been maintained at the highest possible 1-jvel 
:'roia the beginning. Two units from the Uayo Clinic an'i one from Stanford 
'JrJLversity have seen duty at the boapltal. Other outstanding specialists in 
Tuberculosis, ah.eaaatlo Fever, Orthopedic, and Traumatic Surgery have been 
members of the staff at various tlmaa. 

As mentioned above the hospital baa grown into a group of four units under 
one central coenand. A brief summary of individual units is given below: 

inilT I 

This is the nucleus of the hospital and canters about the original 
buildings acquired in 1941> The central adminlatrative offices are located 
here. It contains quartars fbr oon-tuberealoua offlesr patients and is the 
center of the surgical servics with large ooarating rooms, the mah x-ray 
department and ths central dantal dapartsMCt. Mew construction has added a 
paraanent building of 14 wards for enlisted patients. The entire unit orovides 
patient beds for 174 of floors and 706 anliatsd man. 

UMIT II 

Unit II is new construction and oonsista of a aeries of one floor ward 
buildings with rad tils roofa aftar the California Spanish styla. It was 
designed and is used aa the tubarouloaie unit and is, for all practical purposes, 
a complete hospital for tuberoulosie patients. It haa a bed capacity for 163 
officers and 437 enlisted men. It hae indanandant galley and massing facilities 
and separate quarters for the nurses and corpaman who are assigned to duty there. 
There Is a complete surgical department idicre all surgical treatment of tuberculosis 
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is t{iv«n. Its s«pu«t« dantal, 
uivitary status.

UMIT HI 

This la also na« oonstruotlon but la of a taaporary nature and «aa com- 
platad and placad in ooaBlssion January 1%4* It was doslgned primarily to 
treat Rheuaatic Fsvar anllstsd patlants, but it has bssn necessary to use Its 
unoccupied facilities for orerflow tubaroulosis patients that cannot be 
accoBM>dated In Unit H. It is seai-independant of the other units, having Its 
own messing faoilltieSf adainistratiTe offices, dental, x>ray and laboratory 
serrices, but the nurses and corpaaen attaohed to it for duty are quartered with 
those of Unit I. It has a bed capacity of 1723 enlisted men. There are no 
fecllltles for officer patients. 


UMIT IV 

This was taken over as a eonveleseent unit on July 1st, 1944. It Is 
located approxlaately 27 ailea northwest of the Corona Hospital, 5 cdles went 
of Pomona. The U. S. Amy first occupied the site idiile trainln-’ troops for 
desert warfare early in 1942. It had formerly been the State Karcotic Hospital 
and the Any Increased its facility to 1000 beds by constructing temporary 
bull-^ings for wards, eess hells, laundry, etc. Its oresent capacity is 80C 
enlisted patients. 


ADDITIOHAL DATA 

TRIJlTlElfT OF TSiE "OORD BLADDKR" PATIENTS 

A Bureau of Usdioins and Surgsry direetlTe of 6 October 1945 designated 
this hospital aa tha center for treataant of men who have suffered gunshot or 
shrapnel wounds of the spinal cord or injury ef it dus to fracture of the spiual 
column. A group of 59 suoh patisnta were received from the U. S. Naval Hospital 
Santa liargarlta Ranch, Oeeanaide, California free October 19th to 22nd. Tiie 
transfer waa made aaoothly and treataant of these patients and several additional 
ones admitted in the past fsw weeks has continued. A total of 62 patients suffer- 
ing this type of Injury are now under treataant. 

These patients require an unusual saount of nursii\g care such as lifting 
and turning to avoid prassurs sorss, changing dreaaings, care of the bladder and 
bow«? 8, feeding if they have am paralysis and nuaaroue other tasks such as 
shaving, brushing teeth, etc. A epeelally trained group of corpsmen and nurses 
have been aaslgned to these wards. Fhysiotheraphy Inclurlli.g Hubbard tank treat- 
ments, ultraviolet axpoeures to ireaa of ulceration, heat and massage the 
paralysed muscles and sabulstior. training of ones with returning muscle function. 
All oust be given with rsfular 1 (y in order to avoid contractures and deforndties. 
In the majority of oases opsratioas on tha spine to relieve nerve pressure have 
been perforaed. Several hare re uired Orthopedic Sxurgery. 

Operations on the neok of the bladder which will restore bladder function 
of a satisfactory type have been perforaed in 2P eases. Others will be done 
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when the proper indication* develop. Through this operotion artifidhl irain- 
ago of the bladder by urethral catheter or suprapubic tube can be diso-msei . 
dubae'',uent treateent of the infection in the urimry tra^t with panicii in, 
sulfa irugs and atreptooiycin has accoaplished sterilisation of *.i>a urL-.c i/i a 
saall nueoer of cases. StreptosQreln has only been available under provisions i.if 
a special project for the treatasot of these cases during the nast month. This 
study is well under wsy, but coaplete inforsMtlon includln-^ bacteriological data 
Is not yet available. The results obtained thus far have been '.uite encouraging. 
o:ecial effort to establish an afficiant dosage schedule is being race. 

Rehabilitation of these patients is axpseted to include educational fe.tur-r 
such as vocational training and othei' scholastic guidance. It is believed *' -t 
the -.ajority of thesa patients with spinal cord injury will, i*" the proper in- 
centive is instilled, finally be able to live at hone and be self supportin' :ind 
self sufficient. They will not need to depend entirely on Federal subsllj-. In 
many cases thie will be aoaBS)|liahad within a year from the time of admission to 
the sick list. 

Vorale on those wards is sspeclally good and verv fe-i patients .ir-* -oc''ic. 
u to their bed. These are ones who suffered injury to the cervical cord in- -h 
afflicted with an as well as leg paralysis. 'Occluding th*>se cases it can be 
stated that all of the patients are out of bed several hoiirs or longer eac‘ 
day and several are able to walk with the aid of crutches and braces. 

It is a certainty that this program for treatment of oaraplogics in . • i' r 

such as this Is very worth while and will reduce to an absolute mlnirur th nir.Vi r 
■;f patients who will require permanent custodial care in a veterans roc'll*/. 

Fully 80% can be expected to live at home and be helpful an i not a burden li- fr:.,- r 
families. 

It should be emphasised that work of this nature requires a greater nu-o r 
of persoroial for proper care, but from a long range point of view will result 
In greatei econoo;: as it will sliainate veterans facility hospitalizatii n i the 
1-irje majcrlty of cases. 


DHfBU, DEPARTICWT 

Our first Dental Officer reported aboard on 5 April 194^, to open The huy 
for est..blishlng t).a penaanent dmtal department of this activity. Soon after 
his arrival a ohair for emergency work was set up and constituted t*-e entire 
dental department until 1 August 1942 et which time the dental departuTit r - 3 
officially opened. At that time 3 Units were set up; 2 for handling general 
operations and surgery and the third for prosthesis. A x-rav Unit was also 
established at this time* 

As the hospital grew other dental officera were added tc t .e cunplement. 

In July 1943 a chair for general operative work and an x-ray unit were opvne I ‘n 
Unit II and this original outlay has continuad to function satisfactorily with no 
increases since that time. In November 1943 four units were established in init 
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III, thr«f of them doing general work end one prophylaxis. An x-ray un t *,.s 
also estab.^lshed In Unit III et the seme tiae. Unit TV functioned without iental 
facilities until the spring of 1945 et ehloh tine equipiuunt for two chairs; one 
operative and <-ne prophjrleetie end en x-rey unit were counissionei, although or.ly 
one dental officer has been assigned to this unit. 

The dental staff of Unit I has grown from one emergency uni*, early in 
until at the present tiae there are a total of 10 units in use. These are livla i 
as foUowst 1 surgery, 2 prosthetic, 2 prophylaxis, and 5 for general o )e'*.i'ive 
work. There is also an x-ray unit. 

In the spring of 1944 an addition to the prosthetic laboratory was nv-. 1e. 7^ i 

new room was equipped with 16 laboratory benchae and sufficient equipment to 
train 10 students in proetheeie without interiering with the work bein^ cur ducted 
in the main laboratory. These students have been trained in groups of 10 with 
the total course oorering six months. In addition to the pix>thetic techni 1 uis 
a nusiber of dental teehnloiane, general have been trained. This course is of 1 
weeks duration and claseee consist of et least 10 students. During the nerlod 
between the time 'teves erriwed et this nospitel and "V. J." nay, the r.^Uri'y 
of these students were ^tss. 


RHSiauTic rsvsa rsssirch 

During the early months of 1944 e small number of medical officers were ch< sen 
to form tbs staff of ths rheometio fersr unit, 'fhsss laedical officers were care- 
fully sslsctsd bsoauae of their interest, aaq>erience and training in cardiology ^nd 
related subjects. Many of tham had baen drawn from the teaching staffs of .such 
univsrsitlea as Southern California, Stanford, Cornell, University of Pennsylvania, 
end other outstanding sahools. Since that tiM they have conducted an inteni;ive 
research program coTeriag all phaaea of rheumatic fever including the criteria 
for nuking an early ciagnoais, evaluation of the treatment, effect of different 
drugs, relation of laboratory flndioge to prograas of the disease, correlation of 
electrocardiographic ebangea, skin manifes'..ations, proper period of convaleue-^nce, 
etc. The findings meds by this staff have proven of inestimable value and so.~.e 
of the reeulta have been iddsly disseminated throughout the medical w<.>rld by 
various artlclas and treatisea published in medical Journals, magaaines an<'; '>erir i- 
Icals. 

by 1 April 1944 the bed capaoity of this unit was completely filled ani t' e 
ward bed nuirioer was increased from 66 to 82 beds. An avsrage daily census of 
2000 patiants was maintainad until July 1944. During 1944 and 1945 aoproxitrately 
10,000 rheumatic fevar admiaaiena vara traatad and propar disposition made. 

D<iring the letter half of 1945 tha rheumatic fevar census fell and the space thus 
.mads availabls was ocoupiad by tha axpanding tubarculosis division of this 
hoapltal* 

A program for madieal oaro, aducation, occupational the^-apy and rehabilitation 
wara plannad and oparatad with markad banafit to tha patient. \ Board of I'eiloal 
Surv^ hes met four afterooone each week. During 1944 this board returned 81.*=' 
of the patients to duty or to limited duty and dlechargad IB.Zi of the patients 
from the aarvioa. In 1945 tha nuii>er of patients dlsobarged greatly increased 
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du« to th« fact that llnitad datjr stataa haa baan diaaontinuad and bacausa 
tha Bora badljr daaagad patianta vara saffloiantlj raoovarad to aaka dlapoaition 
posalbla. Out of tha aotira rhaoaatie favor oaaa load only 14 daatha oceurred. 

P.agardinf tha affacta of dniga upon rboonatlo favor It aaaas to hava baan 
ehoan that tha aulfonaaldaa and paoielllin «<illa tandlng to pravant rhauaatlc 
favor bafora it davalopa hgr aetiiic upon tha atraptoooooua infaetion, doaa not 
avidonoa any banafloiai affaet upon tha rhauaatlc favor Itaalf. Othar druga 
usad includo phaoaeatin and clnetaophan - both without apparant affaet. X-ray 
tharapy aaaaa to bo without valua. Sodina anlloylata givao 1 1 conjunction with 
sodlua blcarhonata appaara to ba tha aoot affloaoioua drug in alleviating 
ayaptoaa. Concaming tha laboratory flndinga tha sadiaantation rate waa found 
to be tha aoat satiafaatory indloatioo of tha patianta progreaa. 

Tha abova, of couraa, givaa only tha high llghta of t^ta prograa and while 
succeaafbl auoh work roMlaa to ba dona. Bvldanoa of prograaa ia indioatod 
in t'.e olaarar under atandlng of tha picture as a whole, tha diainishlnK 
incidence of rhauaatlc favor and tha appreciably rtiortanad average period of 
hospitaliaation* 


OOitgSSAEI OPARlKBfT 

Procuraaant of provlaiona haa novor praaontad a aarioua probloa at this 
hoapital. Since tha tiaa of nnaaiaalooing oivUlan agencies have baan ex- 
ceptionally ouoparativa and tha ready availability of ft'aah fruits and 
vegetables during practically all seasons of tha year haa facilitated the 
problaa of Tent planniag* 

Adequate oivilian help has on tha other hand baan aoBathing of a trial. 

Tan civilians wars raorwitad dlraetly froa tha staff of tha hotal and continued 
to aarva in a capacity aiailar to tha ona thagr hald in wlviUan Ufa, but 
auffielont additiona to this eosiplaaaiit hava baan rathor difficult to obtain. 
Factors in tha lack of oandidataa being practically tha aaaa old story; level 
of pay considerably laaa than that offarad by wat^tiae faetoriss, insufficient 
local paraonnsl to draw from and no availabla housing for naw-coaera, trans- 
portation probleM, etc* this shortage has been so scuts that it haa bsan 
nscsesary to utiliaa Naval Parsonnal to fill the aost needy gape. 

The aain aaaa ball in Unit I aarvaa tha larger port^n of staff personnel 
of this hospital. This aaaa hall was tha original dining rooa of the hotel 
and is 1 hogs room of iapraasivs grandeur with snoraous plate glass windows 
overlooking the Isks and landscapad grounds below. Tha furniture too, was that 
belonging to tha hotel and rapraaaota a hi^ dagraa of quality and styla not 
ordinarily raaehad by Naval eatabliahaants. 

In Fabruary 1943 ga'I ranges raplaoad tha original alsetrical aquipaent in 
Unit 7. this major change hna proven to ba n grant iig>roTaB«nt. For the ir.ain 
part tha usual Navy squipaant, silvarwara, chinwara, ate., haa raplaced that of 
the hotel. However, ailvarwara la uaa in the officers nass is that taken over 
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«h«a th« hot«l m» ae<filr«d«
